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W as hi ngt on 
, May 30.—-The secret 
Erchires of the state department which 
have held the consular reports on the 
Cuban war from the public have been 
partially disclosed by Senator Foraker. 
During the past week, the debate in the 
senate has been pregnant with intim a­ 
tions and innuendoes of reports from 
United State« officials in Cuba held at 
the state department, w'hich if pub­ 
lished would disclose a condition on 
Cuban soil which would influence pub­ 
lic opinion in a decided manner. 
Thf facts therefore which Senator 
Foraker announced, without stating 
from whom they came, created a de­ 
cided stir. Especially startling was the 
letter from Secretary Olney, in which 
this country onered mediation to Spain 
and the refusal of that country to ac­ 
cept the proftered aid. 
While one of the consular reports 
was read without the name of the 
author being disclosed, it is stated to 
be a communication from Consul Gen­ 
eral Lee, which fully sets forth his 
Idea of the condition that exists in 
Cuba. 
I The extract was qnoted as follows, 
no date being given : 
•T cannot understand the truth of 
the claim that all the provinces of the 
island are pacified except that of Santi­ 
ago de Cuba, because there are more 
insurgents underarm s at this time than 
at the period 1 first reached the island, 
eome ten months ago, and I do not 
think it fair inference to draw from ex­ 
isting condition.s that the war is ap­ 
proaching a termination, because, in 
guarantee of an established i>olicy, the 
insurgents avoid, as far as possible, all 
serious engagements. 
“The impossibility of expelling the 
Spuuisn troops from this island by 
W ee of arms is well known to them, 
and they do not propose to risk the 
lives of their men and the su'^'cess of 
their cause u|>ou one or more pitched 
battles. 
1 conclude, therefore, that the 
war will drag its weary length along 
so long as the iiisargents can dig suste­ 
nance from the ground on the one side 
or money be obtained by the other, 
with the cxmtinued result of untold hu­ 
man suffering, loss of human life, the 
murder of innocent men, w'omen and 
children by both sides ainl the fright­ 
ful havoc which disease makes in the 
ranks 
of the soldiers, 
particularly 
among the miacclimated >paniards. 
The poverty and distress of the people 
are increasing and the loss of property 
of all sorts daily becomes more eiior- 
u io iiH. 
No one can fully appreciate the 
situation without being here in person. 
The number of poor, distressed starv­ 
ing women, children and old men of all 
races have greatly increased in this 
city within the past few weeks, wiiile 
in other points on the island the suff er­ 
ing has been proportionately greater.’, | 
The letter from Secretary Olney to 
Spanish Minister de Lome under date 
of April 4, 181H), is the one in which 
intervention is suggested. 
In opening, 
Mr. Olney said : 
“It might w’ell be deemed a derelic­ 
tion of duty to the government of the 
United States as well as a censurable 
want of candor to Spain if I "were 
longer to defer official expression as 
well as of the anxiety with which the 
president regards the existing situa­ 
tion in Cuba as of his earnest desire 
for the prompt and permanent pacifi- , 
cation of that island. 
Any plan giv­ 
ing reasonable assurance of that result 
and not inconsistent with the just 
rights and reasonable demands of all 
concerned would be earnestly promoted 
by him by all means which the consti­ 
tution and laws of this country place 
at his disposal. 
“ It is now' some nine or ten months 
since the nature and prospects of the 
insurrection were first discussed be­ 
tween us. 
In explanation of its rapid 
and, up to that time, quite unopposed 
grow th and progress, you called atten­ 
tion to the* rainy season which from 
May or June until November renders 
regular military operations im practi­ 
cable, Spain was pouring such num- 
l>ers of troops into Cuba that your 
theory and opinion that, when they 
could be used, in an active campaign, 
the insurrection w'ould be almost in­ 
stantly suppressed, seemed reasonable 
and probable. 
In this particular you 
believed and sincerely believed that 
the present insurrection would offer a 
most marked contrast to that w'hich 
began in 18(18, and which, being feeblv 
encountered with comparatively small 
forces, prolonged its life for upward of 
ten years. 
“It is impossible to deny that the ex­ 
pectations thus entertained by you in 
the summer and fall of 189 5, and 
« hared not merely by all Spaniards, but 
hy most disinterested observers as well, 
have been 
completely disappointed. 
The insurgents seem today to command 
a larger part of the island than ever 
before. Their men under arms, esti 


30,000, are now conceaen to oe at leasi 
tw'o or three timiis 
m many. 
Mean­ 
while their discipline has bi>en im­ 
proved, and their supply of modern 
weajKms and eiiuipment 
has been 
greatly enlarged, while the mere fact 
that they have held out to this time 
has given them confidence in their own 
eyes and prestige wdth the world at 
large. 
In short, it can hardly be qaes- 
tioned that the in arriN'tion, instead of 
being quelled, is today more formidable 
than ever and enters upon the second 
year of its existence with decidedly 
improved prospects cf successful re­ 
sults. 
Whether a condition of things 
entitling the insurgents to recognition 
as belligerents has been brought about 
may, for the purposes of the present 
oommunicatiQu, be regarded as im­ 
material. 
“The authority of Spain is subverted 
and the functions of its government are 
In abeyance or practically suspended 
throughout a great part of the island. 
Outside of the towns still under Span­ 
ish rule anarchy, lawlessness and ter­ 
rorism are rampant. The result is a 
systematic war ujion the industries of 
tae island, and upon all means b j 
which they are carried on, and whereas 
the normal annual product of the island 
is valued at something like |80,000,(KK) 
or |100,000,0()0, its value for the present 
year is estimated by competent author- 
; ity at not exceeding |20,00h,(X)0.“ 
Further on Mr. Olney calls attention 
to the fact that capital is fa.st w ith­ 
drawing from the island, “fnghtened 
away by the utter hopelessness of the 
outlook.” 
“ W hy,” 
he 
continues, 
“should it not be? W hat can a prudent 
man foresee as the outcome of existing 
conditions, except the complete devasta­ 
tion of the island, the entire annihila­ 
tion of its industries and the al» S()lute 
impoverishment of such of its inhab­ 
itants as are unwise enough or unfor­ 
tunate enough not to seasonably escape 
from it. 
“ It may well be feared that if the 
present insurrection is to be of shorter 
duration than the last it will be because 
the end is to come sooner or later 
through the inability of Spam to pro­ 
long the conflict 
and through her 
abandonment of the island to hetroge- 
nous combination of elements and of 
races now in arms against her.” 
S uch a conclusion, 
Mr. olney said, 
would almost inevitably result in a war 
of races, with the prooable e.stablish- 
ment of a “ white and black republic.” 
“The situation thus descrioed,” he 
says, “is of great interest to the people 
of the United ¡States 
They are inter­ 
ested in any struggle anywhere for 
freer political institutions—but neces­ 
sarily and in special measure, in a 
struggle that 1 8raging almost in sight of | 
o ur shores.” 
lie .-aid his purpose was not at that 
time to suggest intervention, but that 
the I iiiti'd States coubl not confcin- 
olate with complacency another ten 
years of ( uban in>urreciion. 
llis sug- 
g stiou looked to finding a way “ to co- 
opt rate with Spam m ttie immediate 
pacification of the island on such a 
plan as, leaving Spain her rights of sov- 
ereigntv. shall yet secure to the people 
of the island all such rights and powers 
of local self government as they can 
reasonably ask. To that end the tin te d 
States offers and will use her good of­ 
fices at such time and in such manner 
as may denned most advisable.” 
Mr. olney then buggests that neither 
Spain nor the Cubans can reasonably 
' object to this intervention, and adds 
that if anything is to he done it should 
be done at once and on Spam’s initia­ 
tive. 
In closing he says the communica­ 
tion is prompted by the friendliest 
feelings towards Spain and the Spanish 


I people. 
Mr, Foraker read only the following 
extract from Mr. De Lome’s reply, 
which w'as dated June 4, 18'.m : 
“ In brief, there is no ¡effectual way 
to pacify Cuba, unless it begins with 
the mutual submission of the armed 
rebels to the mother country.” 
Mr. De Lome complained of the vio­ 
lation of international law by citizens 
of the United States in aiding tilibu.st- 
ering expeditions. 
He also said that Spain would try to 
correct the false opinions held by the 
people of the United States, which 
made them sympahtize with the rebels. 
Then he says: 
“ When the government of the United 
States shall once be convinced of our 
being in the right, and that honest con­ 
viction shall in some manner be made 
public, but little more will be required 
in order that all those in Cuba, who are 
not merely striving to accomplish the 
total ruin of the beautiful country in 
w’hich they were born, being then hope- 
lesss of outside help and powerless by 
themselves, will lay down their arras. 
“ Until that happy state of things has 
been attained, Spain will,in just defense 
not only of her rights but also of her 
duty and honor, contmue the efforts for 
an early victory, which she is now ex­ 
erting regardless of the greatest sac­ 
rifices.”

W a s h i n g t o n , May 2 0 .— The secret 
archives of the state department which 
have held the consular reports on the 
Cuban war from the public have been 
partially disclosed by Senator Foraker. 
During the past week, the debate in the 
senate has been pregnant with intim a­ 
tions and innuendoes of reports from 
United States officials in Cuba held at 
the state department, which if pub­ 
lished would disclose a condition on 
Cuban soil which would influence pub­ 
lic opinion in a decided manner. 
Th* facts therefore which Senator 
Foraker announced, without stating 
from whom they came, created a de­ 
cided stir. Especially startling was the 
letter from Secretary Olney, in which 
this country on ared mediation to Spain 
and the refusal of that country to ac­ 
cept the proffered aid. 
While one of the consular reports 
was read without the name of the 
author being disclosed, it is stated to 
be a communication from Consul Gen­ 
eral Lee, which fully sets forth his 
idea of the condition that exists in 
Uuba. 


I The extract was o noted as follows, 
no date being given : 
“I cannot understand the truth of 
the claim that all the provinces of the 
island are pacified except that of Santi­ 
ago de Cuba, because there ure more 
insurgents under arms at this time than 
at the period I first reached the island, 
some ten months ago, and I do not 
think it fair inference to draw from ex­ 
isting conditions that the war is ap­ 
proaching a termination, because, in 
guarantee of an e>tablished policy, the 
insurgents avoid, as far as possible, all 
serious engagements. 
“The impossibility of expelling the 
Spanisn troops from this island by 
force of arms is well known to them, 
and they do not propose to risk the 
lives of their men and tho sueoess of 
their cause upon one or more pitched 
battles. 
I conclude, therefore, that the 
war will drag its weary length along 
so long as the insurgents can dig suste­ 
nance from the ground on the one side 
or money be obtained by the other, 
with the continued result of untold hu­ 
man suffering, loss of human life, the 
murder of innocent men, women and 
children by both sides and the fright­ 
ful havoc which disease makes in the 
ranks 
of the soldiers, 
particularly 
among the unacclimated Spaniards. 
The poverty and distress of the people 
are increasing and the loss of property 
of all sorts daily becomes more enor­ 
mous. 
No one can fully appreciate (lie 
situation without being here in person. 
The number of poor, distressed starv­ 
ing women, children and old men of all 
races have greatly increased in this 
city within the past few weeks, while 
In other points on the island the suffer­ 
ing has been proportionately greater.’, 
The letter from Secretary Olney to 
Spanish Minister de Lome under date 
of April 4, ISIK), is the one in which 
intervention is suggested. 
In opening. 
Mr. Olney said : 
“It might well be deemed a derelic­ 
tion of duty to the government of the 
United States as well as a censurable 
want of candor to Spain it i were 
longer to defer official expression as 
well as of the anxiety with which the 
president regards tho existing situa­ 
tion in Cuba as of his earnest desire 
for the prompt aud permanent pacifl- 
eation of that island. Any plan giv­ 
ing reasonable assurance of that result 
and not inconsistent with the just 
rights and reasonable demands of all 
concerned would be earnestly promoted 
by him by all means which the consti­ 
tution and laws of this country place 
at his disposal. 
“It is now some nine or ten months 
since the nature and prospects of the 
insurrection were first discussed be­ 
tween us. 
In explanation of its rapid 
and, up to that time, quite unopposed 
growth and progress, you called atten­ 
tion to the rainy season which from 
May or June until November renders 
regular m ilitary operations im practi­ 
cable, Spain was pouring such num­ 
bers of troops into Cuba that your 
theory and opinion that, when they 
could be used, in an active campaign, 
the insurrection would be almost in­ 
stantly suppressed, seemed reasonable 
and probable. 
In this particular you 
believed and sincerely believed that 
the present insurrection would offer a 
most marked contrast to that which 
began in 1868, and which, being feebly 
encountered with comparatively small 
forces, prolonged its life for upward of 
ten years. 
“It is impossible to deny that the ex­ 
pectations thus entertained by you in 
the summer and fall of 1895, and 
shared not merely by all Spaniards, but 
by most disinterested observers as well, 
Have been 
completely disappointed. 
The insurgents seem today to command 
£ larger part of the island than ever 
before. Their men under arms, esti­ 
mated a year. ago. at from 10,000 to 


20,000, are now conceded to ne at least 
two or throe tining as many. 
Mean­ 
while their discipline has l>eeii im­ 
proved, and their supply of modern 
weapons and 
equipment 
has been 
greatly enlarged, while the mere fact 
that they have held out to this time 
has given them confidence in their own 
eyes and prestige with the world at 
large. 
In short, it can hardly be ques­ 
tioned that the in arrection, instead of 
being quelled, is today more formidable 
than ever and enters upon the second 
^ear of its existence with decidedly 
improved prospects of successful re­ 
sults. 
Whether a condition of things 
entitling the insurgents to recognition 
as belligerents has been brought about 
may, for the purposes of the present 
communication, be regarded aa im­ 
material. 
“The authority of 8pain is subverted 
and the functions of its government are 
in abeyance or practically suspended 
throughout a great part of the island. 
Outside of the towns still under Span­ 
ish rule anarchy, lawlessness and ter­ 
rorism are rampant. The result is a 
systematic war upon the industries of 
the island, aud upon all means by 
wbioh they are carried on, and whereas 
the normal annual product of the island 
is valued at something like $80,000,000 
or 1100,000,000, its value for the present 
year is estimated by competent author­ 
ity at not exceeding 120,000,000.” 
Further on Mr. Olney calls attention 
to the fact that capital is fast w ith­ 
drawing from the island, “frightened 
away by the utter hopelessness of the 
outlook.” 
“ W hy,” 
he 
continues, 
“should it not be? What can a prudent 
man foresee as the outcome of existing 
conditions, except the complete devasta­ 
tion of the island, the entire annihila­ 
tion of its industries aud the absolute 
impoverishment of such of its inhab­ 
itants as are unwise enough or unfor­ 
tunate enough not to seasonably escape 
from it. 
“ It may well be feared that if the 
present insurrection is to be of shorter 
duration than the last it will be because 
the end is to come sooner or later 
through the inability of Spain to pro­ 
long the conflict 
mid through her 
abandonment of the island to hetroge- 
nous combination of elements and of 
races now in arms against her.” 
Such a conclusion, Mr. Olney said, 
would almost inevitably result in a war 
of races, w ith the probable establish­ 
m ent of a “ w hite and black republic.’’ 
“Tile situation thus descrioed,” he 
says, “is of great interest to the people 
of the United States 
They are inter­ 
ested in any struggle anywhere for 
Ireer political institutions—but neces­ 
sarily and in spacial measure, in u 
struggle that is raging almost in sight of 
our shores.” 
He .-aid his purpose was not at that 
time to suggest intervention, but that 
tho I lilted States could not contem- 
iJate with complacently another ten 
years of Cuban insurrection. 
His Bug- 
g st ion looked to finding a way “ to co­ 
operate with Spain in the immediate 
pacification of the island on such u 
plan as, leaving Spain her rights of sov­ 
ereignty. shall yet secure to the people 
of the island all such rights and powers 
of local self government as they can 
reasonably ask. To that end the I nited 
States off'eis and will use her good of­ 
fices at such tine* and in such manner 
as may deemed most advisable.” 
Mr. Olney then suggests that neither 
Spain nor the Cubans can reasonably 
object to this intervention, and adds 
that if anything is to be done it should 
be doue at once aud on Spam’s initia­ 
tive. 
Iii closing he suys the communica­ 
tion is prompted by the friendliest 
feelings towards Spain and the Spanish 
people. 
Mr. Foraker read only the following 
extract from Mr. De Lome’s reply, 
which was dated June 4, 1896 : 
“In brief, there is no ^effectual way 
to pacify Cuba, unless it begins with 
the mutual submission of the armed 
rebels to the mother country.” 
Mr. De Lome complained of tile vio­ 
lation of international law bv citizens 
of the United States in aiding filibust­ 
ering expeditions. 
He also said that Spain w ould try to 
correct the false opinions held by the 
people of the United States, which 
made them sympahtize with the rebels. 
Then he says: 
“ When the government of the United 
States shall once be convinced of our 
being in the right, and that honest con­ 
viction shall in some mariner be made 
public, but little more will be required 
iii order that all those in Cuba, who are 
not merely striving to accomplish the 
total ruin of the beautiful country in 
which they w ere born, boing then hope­ 
less of outside help and powerless by 
themselves, will lay dow n their arms. 
“ Until that happy state of things has 
been attained, Spain will,in just defense 
not only of lier rights but also of her 
duty and honor, continue the efforts for 
an early victory, which she is now ex- 
erting regardless of the greatest sac­ 
rifices.” 
. . 
The debate in the senate was stirring. 
It was of the give and take order, with 
sharp 
parliamentary 
fencing. 
The 
main speeches of the day were made 
by Senators Foraker of Ohio, Cannon 
of Utah. Lindsay of Kentucky and 
Hoar of Massachusetts. It was the first 
speech of any length made by Mt. 
Foraker since he entered the senate 
and in addition to this the Ohio senator 
is one of the Cuban sub-coramittee of 
the committee on foreign relations. He 
siioke in favor of a reference of the 
resolution to the committee, but on the 
general qu- stion declared his purpose 
of supporting the resolution recogniz­ 
ing Cuban belligerency when it should 
be reported by the committee. 
Mr. 
Cannon was bitter in his denunciation 
of Spanish atrocity, characterizing the 
oaDtain general of Cuba as “that mad 


dog Weyler.” 
Air. u tia.w f aecmrmi

States consu s was so shocking as to 
subject them to danger of Mea? si nation 
if their names were disclosed, it was 
time to send war hii>» to Cuba and to 
terminate all diplomatic relations with 
that country. 
It was deveined in the coarse of a 
colloquy between Senators Foraker, 
Morgan and Vest, that the state de­ 
partment bad withheld the uanies of 
united States consuls reporting on the 
serious condition of affairs in Cuba 
l>ocau8e it might lead to their massacre. 
Mr. Vest declared that this presented 
the moat serious phase of the subject, 
as it was time to protect our officials 
with warships if their personal safety 
was threatened for m ating report* to 
their government. 
No action on the resolution was 
taken, but Mr Morgan said he hop. ! 
to secure a vote today on Mr. Hale s 
motion to refer. 
He desired to do this. 
he said, in order that the Cuban reso 
lution might not antagonize the tariff 
bill on Monday. 


TURKEY WARNS EUROPE. 


W ill Modify H or Demand*, but W o u ’t 
Ho P ushed Too Far. 


C o n s t a n t i n o p l e , May 20.—An official 
of the Turkish foreign office in an in­ 
terview, after dwelling upon the pro­ 
vocative attitude of Urecce and the 
earnest efforts made by Turkey to pre­ 
vent war, sa id : 
“ During the month’s war Turkey 
has suffered serious loss in life aud 
money, and the peace conditions put 
forward cannot but be regarded as 
moderate and 
as 
wholly justified. 
Nevertheless the government is possi­ 
bly prepared to modify its demands iii 
regard to the indemnity and the cession 
of Thessaly in view of the bankrupt 
condition of Greece and as pr» of of its 
pacific desires. 
“ In regard to the abolition of the ca­ 
pitulations iii favor of Greek subjects 
I iii Turkey it is impossilffe for the gov- 
I eminent, iii the interests of the conn 
try. to make any modifications. 
Even 
Servia and Koumaina, in every sense 
the superiors of Greece, have not these 
privileges, aud Greece cannot be al­ 
lowed 
to retain exceptional 
rights 
winch she ha> so scandalously abused. 
It is confidently hoped, therefore, that 
Europe will have sufficient sense of 
justice not to pro-s further. 
Upon Ibis 
point she is determined not to yield, 
and should Europe attem pt to impose 
such a sacrifice by force of arms the 
situation created would be most detri­ 
mental to general peace.’’ 
Athens, May 20.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived here from Lamia announces 
that the white ?fJig has been hoisted be­ 
tween the amu* of Greece aud Tur­ 
key, and that Crown Prince Constantin 
has been authorized to suspend hostili­ 
ties with the view of concluding ar­ 
rangements for aa armistice.

Old Humptuary Laws. 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts, M. P., iu an ad­ 
dress delivered before the English Uni­ 
versal 'Cookery aud Ftxwl u.stMX’iation, 
called attention to the sumptuary laws 
of the fifteenth century. 
Then it was 
enacted that, fiHxi being ueces.sary to 
the sustenance of man, the seller had no 
right to u.*«k his own priw, but it was 
the duty of the state to fix it. 
Iu the 
same century equal supervision was ex­ 
ercised over cooks. 
They were ordered 
to make their m eat “ well seasoned and 
wholesome and 8t‘il it for a rt*asoiiable 
winning, aud that they reboii or rebake 
no meat iu hnrt of the king’s people.” 
The mayor of a town iu those days, up­ 
on entering office, was obliged to swear 
that he would exercise vigilant super­ 
vision over bakers, 
brewers,

official exercised his authority w ith 
great severity lu case.« where cooks and 
dealers in food aud drink failed of their 
duty.

Mr. Foraker a-ked, “is it reasonable to 
suppose that she would now entertain 
a proix)sition to abdicate entirely?” 
This (q uestion was addrcS'iod especially 
to Mr. Hoar, who said thar he « iid con­ 
sider such a chang e iiossible a y« » ar and 
four months after the first effort. 
Discussing th« « Mortian rtisolnt on on 
its merits, Mr. Foraker said that direct 
intervention was a better, shorter ami 
more christian-like way than the adop­ 
tion of the resolution. 
He woultl say 
to Spain “in the name of « ivilization 
and Immanity, as well as in the iiiter- 
e.st of our oomnierce, you must come to 
a stop and you must do so imme­ 
diately.” This declaration broug ht out 
a burst of applause from the lialleries, 
which wa.s promptly checked by the 
chair. 
- 
The resolution under consideration 
did not g o so far as this. 
It was a mis­ 
take to suppose that its adoption meant 
war between the United Htates and 
Spain. Cuba has no risrtit to ask the 
United States for this intervention, nor 
Spain to object to it. 
Mr. Foraker 
then read at leng th from the Ulney let­ 
ter, as well as the consular report 
which is crtidited to General Lt^e. 
Mr. Foraker then referred to the 
starving condition of 600 or 800 Amer­ 
ican citizens in Cuba. 
Mr. Foraker admitted that if Cuba 
was a country with which the United 
States had no transactions there would 
be no cause for it to take imtice of the 
insurrection, but all authorities ag reed 
that it was our rig ht and duty to act 
“seasonable” under the circuuistaii' es. 
The whole controversy. Mr.*Foraker as­ 
serted, was united on the p« » iut of ex­ 
pediency of recog nition. 
He admitted 
that recog nition would g ive Spain the 
riirht to search ships of the I’uited 
States for g oods contrabrand of war 
and relieve Spain of liability for dam­ 
ag es for destruction to American prop­ 
erty. Of the latter result he said : 
“I would not reg ard it as a serious 
loss. 
I have found in the state depart­ 
ment claims piled up there amounting 
to many millions for the destruction of 
American property in this rebellion 
and in each and every instance the 
presentation to the Spanish g overn­ 
ment of such a claim has been followed 
by a long diplomatic corresiiomience 
winding up in every case without a 
sing le exception, with the flat direct 
refusal to recog ni/e such a claim. 
And it is a notorious fact that if Spam 
did recog nize them she would be un­ 
able to pay them. 
In all seriousness, I 
had rather hold the oblig ations of the 
In.surg ents than of Spain.” 
It was time, Mr. Foraker said, in 
conclusion, that the United 
States 
ceased policing her shores in the inter­ 
est of SpAin, It .was tini 9 to end this

At the same time the governor of 
Nevada received $0,000 and the 
ernor of Louisiana $8,000. 
In recent years there has been an at­ 
tempt at adjustment cf the salaries of 
tunny governors so that these may con­ 
form as far as possible to the impor- 
i lance of tho duties of the office.

j governor of Massachusetts, for whose 
office there is an election each year, for­ 
merly received $5,000 salary and now 
gets $8,000. The governor of Louisiana, 
for whose office there is an election ev­ 
ery fourth year, formerly received $8,- 
000 and now gets $4,000. 
The govern 
or of Indiana gets $5,000 a year for a 
four years' term, or $30,000. 
The gov­ 
ernor of Ohio gets $8,000 a year for a 
two years’ term. 
Connecticut pays her 
governor $4,000, and little Rhode Is 
land pays $8 ,000. 
The New Eugland states of the north 
border are not very liberal iii the com­ 
pensation of their governors. 
The gov­ 
ernor of Maine gets $3,500 a year. The 
governor of New Hampshire receives 
$3,000, and formerly got only $ 1,000. 
The governor of Vermont has $ l,o 00 a 
year. 
Now $1,500 is not a large salary 
for the governor of a sovereign Ameri­ 
can state, but it is as much as Vermont 
pays or Oregon either. But the govern­ 
or of Oregon has a four years’ term, 
whereas the governor of Vermont has a 
term of only two years. 
It has never 
been established officially what, on a 
certain memorable occasion, the govern- I 
or of North Carolina said to the govern­ 
or of South Carolina. It is supposed by 
many persons that this mysterious al­ 
lusion bore some reference to liquid in- I 
toxicants, but a more probable explana­ 
tion of the conversation is, perhaps, to 
be found in the fact that the governor 
of North Carolina, one of the oldest

peace by means consistent with the 
honor, dignity and the continued sov­ 
ereignty of the Spanish government in 
Cuba. 
“ Having rejected this proposition,” 
Mr. Foraker asked, “is it reasonable to 
suppose that she would now entertain 
a proposition to abdicate entirely?" 
This question was addressed especially 
to Mr. Hoar, who said thar he did con­ 
sider such a change possible a year and 
four months after the first effort. 
Discussing the Morgan resolut on on 
its merits, Mr. Foraker said that direct 
intervention was a better, shorter and 
more christian-like way than the adop­ 
tion of the resolution. 
He would say 
to Spain “in the name of civilization 
and humanity, as well as in the inter­ 
est of our commerce, you must come to 
a stop and you must do so imme­ 
diately.’' This declaration brought out 
a burst of applause from the galleries, 
which was promptly checked by the 
chair. 
* 
The resolution under consideration 
did not go so far as this. 
It was a mis­ 
take to suppose that its adoption meant 
war between the United States and 
Spain. 
Cuba has no right to ask the 
United States for this intervention, nor 
Spain to object to it. 
Mr. Foraker 
then read at length from the Olney let­ 
ter, as well as the consular report 
which is credited to General Lee. 
Mr. Foraker then referred to the 
starving condition of GOO or 800 Amer­ 
ican citizens iii Cuba. 
Mr. Foraker admitted that if Cuba 
was a country with which the United 
States had no transactions there would 
lie no cause for it to take notice of the 
insurrection, but all authorities agreed 
that it was our right and duty to act 
“seasonable” under the circumstant es. 
The whole controversy, Mr. Foraker as­ 
serted, was united on the point of ex­ 
pediency of recognition. 
He admitted 
that recognition would give Spain the 
right to search ships of the United 
States for goods contraband of war 
and relieve Spain of liability for dam­ 
ages for destruction to American prop­ 
erty. 
Of the latter result he said : 
“I would not regard it as a serious 
loss. 
I h a v e found iii the state depart­ 
ment claims piled un there amounting 
to many millions for the destruction of 
American property in this rebellion 
and in each and every instance the 
presentation to the Spanish govern­ 
ment of such a claim has been followed 
by a long diplomatic correspondence 
winding up in every case without a 
single exception, with the fiat direct 
refusal to recognize such a claim. 
And it is a notorious fact that if Spain 
did recognize them she would be un­ 
able to pay them. 
In all seriousness, I 
had rather hold the obligations of the 
insurgents than of Spain.” 
It was time, Mr. Foraker said, in 
conclusion, that the United 
States 
ceased policing her shores in the inter­ 
est of Spain, It. was time to end this

as the character of the steamers was 
improved and developments were made 
in marine eng inery . 
Now winPT navi­ 
g ation proofc’dfl almost uninterruptedly , 
and the new car ferries steam back and 
forth with little reg ard for weather or 
for ice.

T he W ork of lioney been. 
To Bt'cure a p ound of honey , which is 
equivalent to something like 3,000 cells, 
would take a bee several y ears. 
In fine 
weather the bee makes calls up on 50 to 
80 flowers in a day ’s outing. 
During 
this tim e it collects w hat is e<iuivalent 
to a grain of ne(itar, which is a thin 
sirup and has to 
evap orated to make 
honey . The bee, after working all day , 
sp ends the greater p art of the night 
fanning the nectar w ith its wings to 
evap orate the surp lus water. 
In this 
way it shortens its life by wearing out 
its wings, 
l>;uigstroth say s that a bee 
at the height of the working season 
lives about three working weeks and 
then dies. 
Bees frt^juently ¡M*rish on 
the way homo b(‘caus** their wings are 
so shattered and sp lintered that they 
refus<L> to sup p ort the body . If a disabled 
bee reaches the hive alive, it sp ends the 
rem ainder of its day s as nurse, house­ 
keep er and in general utility work.

When the honey flow stop s, she ceases 
lay ing at once; then the workers kill all 
of the drones and manifest other sy mp ­ 
toms of a ct)nsuniing desire for retrench­ 
m ent.—New York Ledger.
